The city has modernized its 
tree-trimming methods, it was an 
nounced today. | 
An elevated platform, an elec- 
tric saw and a machine that 
grinds severed branches into saw- 
dust have replaced long ladders 
and the cumbersome, hahd-op- 
erated clippers. 

The new method. was pro- 
nounce entirely satisfactory after 
a trial run this morning. It was 
developed as an economy meas- 
ure after Director of Public Wel- 
fare John J. O’Toole became con- 
cerned about meeting budget re- 
quirements. 

He said the new method will 
save time and manpower, in ad- 


dition to providing greater safe- 
ty for workers. The machine for 
converting cut branches into saw- 
dust on the spot will enable the 
city to haul in one truck as much 
debris as it formerly carried in 
six, O’Toole pointed out. 

Also, he added, the sawdust 
can be used by the city for sev- 
eral purposes, including mulch 
for flowers. 

O’Toole said a_ man raised and 
lowered to appropriate heights on 
the elevated platform and using 
the electric saw can accomplish 
as much as several workers did 
previously in the same amount of 
time. The saw is powered by a 


generator or. the tractor which 
carries the platform.

It is my.opinion, therefore, that 
the grand jury must have acted 
entirely on the basis of one-sided 
information given to them by the 
prosecutors.” 

The Sloan case was one of two 
previously considered: and reject- 
ed for prosecution by the grand 
jury. In a preliminary report, 
written at the suggestion of Ellis 
Slack, Assistant United States At- 
torney géneral now in charge of 
the tax division, the jury said it 
thought there ‘were no grounds 
for criminal prosecution in two 
cases brought to its attention by 
Robert L. Sharp, retired intelli- 
gence unit agen 

Sloan’s, ta® affairs were investi- 
gated by Sharp from early in 1948 
to June 30, 1950. His recom- 
mendation for prosecution in a 
250-page report, was approved by 
Rudolph Hartmann; agent in 
lcharge of the intelligence unit 
here, and by Frank Lohn, agent in 
charge in Kansas City. 

Then the file went to Joseph 
Struett in Chicago, regional cqun- 
sel for the Internal Revenve 
Bureau, reaching his office Sept. 
8, 1950. Struett’s approval is nec- 
essary before a tax case can ad- 
vance to the Justice Department 
for prosecution. 

A conference was held in Stru- 
ett's office last February or 
March, in which Shenker partici- 
pated, by invitation, as is cus- 
tomary in such cases.

Connally said also he was pro- 
testing in responge to rumors and 
reports that Chapman intended to 
take over the tidelands, and de- 
clared that such action would 


comprise “unprecedented and un- | 
mitigated defiance: of the Con- 


gress and the péople.” The Su- 
preme Court in 1947 held that the 
Federal Government has para- 
mount rights to the.so-called tide- 
lands, but Congress thus far has 
failed to pass legislation setting 
up machinery for federal supervi- 
sion.

SINGLE POLITICAL WNT 
“URGED TO GUIDE NATO 


$3 Prominent Americans, In- 
< Cluding Gen. Marshall, Is- 
sue Appeal to People. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23 (UP)— 
Thirty-three prominent Americans 
including three former under- 
Secretaries of state and Gen. 
George C. Marshall appealed to 


the American people today to en- 
courage creation of a single agency 
to form and execute foreign pol- 
icy for the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. 

The open letter to the Ameri- 
¢an people urged support for a 
“single political authdrity” to 
which Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
could turn for prompt political de- 
cisions in his effort to build up 
Atlantic defenses. 

It asked also that Americans 
support a co-ordination of eco- 
nomic policy among the Atlantic 
nations to facilitate defense pro- 


duction and peaceful economic. 


prosperity. 

The letter was drawn up by 
Will L. Clayton, Joseph C. Grew 
and William Phillips, all former 
undersecretaries of state, and is- 
sued through the Atlantic Union: 
Committee. 

Signers included nuclear physi- 
cist Dr. Harold C. Urey, United 
States Judge Luther W. Young- 
dahl, former Governor of Minne- 
sota; motion picture magnate 
Darryl F. Zanuck, hotel owner 
Conrad Hilton, publisher Marshall 
Field -and financier John Hay 
Whitney.

‘*“The outcome of the present 
truce negotiations holds the key 
to whether we will continue fight- 
ing a war of half way measures 
in Korea—a war wnich, at pres- 
ent, halts our air power at the 
Yalu river and gives the enemy 
Sanctuary in Manchuria,” Gen. 
Vandenberg said. “The entire

will have to be reconsidered if 
the peace talks fail.” 

Does Not Amplify Remarks. 

Gen. Vandenberg refused to 
amplify these remarks in a Mu- 
tual Broadcasting System “‘Re- 
porters’ Roundup” radio inter- 
view with C. Yates McDaniel of 
the Associated Press, Vance 
Johnson of the San 
Chronicle, and this reporter.

‘NEW policy of building up a jet-powered transport fleet to speed 
troops by air from bases in the United States to any threatened 
part of the world is in the making, an aviation publisher says. 


Wayne W. Parrish, editor and 
publisher of Amer:can Aviation, 
writing in the current issue of the 
magazine, said this would mean 
that: 

“Instead of building up huge, 
eostly, permanent military estab- 
lishments in all parts of the 
world surrounding the Commu- 
nist areas, there will be a greater 
trend toward keeping our major 
strength at home but having it in 
readiness to use anywhere in the 
world on short notice.” 

He contended there has been 
a “gap in the United States Air 
Force concept of air power;” that 
the Air Force has been preparing 
for strategic bombing of a major 
power, the need for which “may 
or may not come.” 

Meanwhile, Parrish wrote, the

Five Votes to Go 
St. Louis has been left for the moment to 
flounder in its financial straits for lack of five 
votes in the Missouri House. The members actu- 
ally voted 73 to 46 to let the city levy an earn- 
ings tax, but 78 votes were required for passage. 
So it was not so much opposition which defeated 


- the bill as lack of support. 


Through long consideration the opponents 
have yet to offer a good reason for denying St. 
Louis this measure of home rule. The tax bill 
would cost the state nothing. It would only per- 
mit the city to levy a.tax. The tax would be lim- 
ited to 1 per cent, on gross individual incomes 
and net incomes of corporations. Within these 
limits the Board of Aldermen would decide the 
amount of the tax, its exemptions and grada- 
tions. 

Nothing in the measure justifies making it a 
partisan issue. Did so many Republicans vote 
against it simply because the present City Ad- 
ministration is “Democratic? Former Mayor 
Kaufmann and Aldermanic President Albanese, 
both Republicans, appealed for passage. 

Certainly the city needs more revenue. One 
legislator said it did not, because the antici- 
pated deficit for the current fiscal year was only 
$1,964,000. But this is nothing to cheer about, 
and it is misleading. The city reduced its deficit 
largely by juggling funds once set aside for im- 
provements into operating expenditures. 

The earnings tax is the fairest way for the 
city to distribute the burden for its support 
among those who earn a living in it, Some coun- 
ty legislators apparently think th®ir area owes 
St. Louis nothing. But magnificent economic and 
civic benefits flow from city to county and the 
1876 political boundary should not be a line of 
non-support. 

As the state’s largest city, St. Louis ought to 
be permitted to meet its financial crisis in its 
own way. When the House reconvenes next 
month, narrow and selfish objections should not 
prevent reconsideration and passage of the earn- 
ings tax bill. Neither should lack of attendance 
and lack of votes, 

Five more votes for the bill need to be found.

Begging for It 

State’s Attorney Austin Lewis and Sheriff 
James T. Callahan of Madison county have been 
in contempt of the anti-gambling grand jury for 
months. Now they are in contempt of the State 
of Illinois, as personified by Gov. Stevenson. 

The Governor came down to Edwardsville 
last Saturday night. In the presence of Mr. 
Lewis, he told the Madison County Bar Associa- 
tion that, while it was basically a local responsi- 
bility, he would enforce the laws against com- 
mercialized gambling when local officials de- 
fault. 

Messrs. Lewis and Callahan have defaulted. 
In doing so, they invite the Governor to send 
the Highway Police in to close the Tattle Tale 
and Empire clubs where gambling rackets are 
running in territory outside incorporated areas 
—in territory for which Messrs. Lewis and Cal- 
lahan are particularly responsible.

Signing Up for Sewers 

Nearly everyone seems to agree that the most 
practical method of tackling the serious sewer 
problem in St. Louis and St. Louis county is to 
create a single Metropolitan Sewer District. 

The difficulty, however, is that this is easier 
said than done. Before the district can be cre- 
ated, a plan must be drawn and approved by the 
voters. Before the plan can be drawn and sub- 
mitted, @ Board of Freeholders must be ap- 
pointed to write it. And before the Freeholders 
can be appointed, more than 10,000 qualified 
voters in St. Louis and about half as many in 
the county must show some interest by signing 
petitions calling for the appointments. 

To date, about 5500 St. Louisans have signed 
the petitions; a smaller number of signatures 
has been obtained in the county. The sooner 
the required numbers are reached, the sooner 
the first real step can be taken toward improved 
sewers. Surely the thousands of St. Louis area 
residents with inadequate sewers, overflowing 
sewers or no sewers at all aren’t going to let 
opportunity pass them by. 
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Carry the Wind in Your Hand

It has brought permanent loss, 
distress and hardship to homes in every part of 
the country. Those who must live with the sacri- 
fice have the comfort of knowing that the 
burden they bear has helpéd stop Communism 
from taking over the whole of Pacific Asia. It 
has halted the march that in time might have 
encompassed most of the world. 

The men who gave their lives have not died 
in vain. They and their colleagues from other 
U.N. countries have held the line for freedom. 
Politicians seeking to capitalize on grief may 
call the Korean war an unnecessary war. The 
boys at the front know better. 

May all those at home realize as much! 
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Liberty and the Sudan 


The Sudan question has been widely regarded 
as a tail tied by the Egyptians to their Suez 
kite—just an additional issue stirred up to em- 
barrass the British. Actually, it is another mani- 
festation of the spirit which, since the war, has 
been moving Asiatic and African peoples to 
press for independence. 

Especially after Libya was granted independ- 
ence, other Africans began to press for their 
freedom. A Sudanese commission actually has 
been at work since March, discussing what 
recommendations it should make to the British 
governor-general as a step toward self-rule. 

Egypt has speeded things up—especially with 
its recommendation of a plebiscite. This recom- 
mendation, incidentally, now has the approval 
of U.N. Secretary General Lie. Anthony Eden 
in a counter move has virtually repeated the 
proposal of his predecessor, Herbert Morrison. 
He said last week that the Sudanese themselves 
should be permitted to decide whether they 
want to join Egypt or rule themselves in asso- 
ciation with the British Empire. 

He went one step farther, adding that the 
decision ought to be made before the end of 
next year. Meanwhile, he said, Britain would 
make sure that the Egyptians do not take over. 


The Sudanese themselves are sharply divided. 
The Umma party, now dominant in Khartum, 
wants complete independence from both Britain 
and Egypt. The Ashigga, Ittahidin and Gabha el 
Watania parties want self-rule in varying de- 
grees of association with Egypt. All of these 
parties represent Moslems in the Northern 
Sudan. The Southern Sudanese are primitive 
and have no political parties, but their rights 
obviously must be protected. | 

All North Africa seems headed toward some 
measure of independence, and that at a fairly 
early date. If this comes in the Sudan and else- 
where as the result of sheer turmoil, it may end 
in utter chads. Other problems before the 
United Nations may be more spectacular, but 
they can hardly be more grave than those in- 
volved in the North African developments. 
Wisdom is called for, and patience would be a 
big help. 
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Not a Taxpayers’ Item 

Whatever else might be said about Mr. Tru- 
man’s address before the Women’s National 
Democratic Club in Washington, it was a politi- 
cal speech from start to finish. It had one: pur- 
pose and that was to pep up the Democratic 
party’s feminine workers who had assembled 
at the national capital.

Sign Post to Good Roads 

Passage of the truck fee bill by the Missouri 
House is about the most hopeful sign pointing 
toward good roads to be displayed by the Legis- 
lature in a decade. 

Missouri has struggled along with the lowest 
gasoline tax in the nation and with unfairly low 
truck fees for years. Meanwhile its pavements 
have cracked under the strain of growing traf- 
fic. Yet most efforts to increase road revenue 
in the past got involved in politics, or ran into 
powerful special interests. 

The organized road busters, particularly the 
truck lobby, have finally been told where to park 
by the House. The truck fee increase was passed, 
after some narrow squeaks, by a vote of 89 to 37. 
The measure would raise revenue from trucks 
from $4,000,000 a year to ten or eleven millions. 

The fate of the good roads program largely 
depended on House action, To give the Highway 
Department enough money for e@ 10-year road 
improvement program, the Legislature had de- 
vised a l-cent increase in the 2cent gas tax, and 
the higher truck fees. But the gas‘tax bill has 
waited on approval of the truck measure, and 
that in turn depended first on The House. The 
Senate seems likely to accept. both measures. | 


So House approval of the truck bilf ought to 
send the whole good roads program on its way, _

Stalin’s move into “Korea provoked 
United States mobilization. At a time 
when United States defenses were being 
chopped away by the economy ax nothing 
short of all out, Communist aggression 
could have convinced the American peo- 
ple that a real industrial and manpower 
mobilization was .necessary. Thanks to 
Stalin the United States will never again 
be so weak as it was in June 1950. 


Stalin gave the United States the best 
possible testing 
machine. The s introduced by the 
Unification Act had to be ironed out in 
war. Stalin presented us in Korea @ 
chance to oil and adjust our military ma- 
chine in a limited rather than a total 
war. Chalk this up on the credit side of 
the Korean ledger. 


Besides speeding the unification of the 
Armed Forces, the Korean campaign en- 


abled us to produce battle trained combat 


units. Thanks to Stalin, United States 
soldiers, airmen and sailors have been 
drilled in the school of war, No price tag 
can be set on the value of these trained 
Army divisions, air force groups and naval 
task forces. Most observers agree that the 
American forces in Korea are the best, 
ee <7 seasoned we have ever sent into 

attle. 

This training process has, of course, cost 


d for its military . 


United States casualties. Yet the men 
who have been wounded or those who 
have lost their sons can receive no better 
compensation for their sacrifice than the 
knowledge that it has helped forge the 
kind of forces Stalin respects 
and fears. 


Nor should we forget another of the 
Kremlin's gifts to United States—the op- 
portunity for the free world to forge its 
first international police force and to give 
a successful shakedown in battle. This 
shakedown has taken place in one of the 
best possible locations. Because Korea 
is a narrow peninsula we were able to get 
the maximum advantage of our air-sea 
superiority and to overcome the enemy’s 
edge in sheer manpower. 


If Stalin had foreseen these results of 
his Korean adventure—the strengthening 
of the free world—he might not have 
jumped the gun. If he had foreseen how 
much this “American trap” would weaken 
the Communist empire he would have kept 
the North Korean troops at target practice 
gather than sending them into battle. 


The inability of the North Koreans to 
pull off the job cost Stalin a lot of “face.” 
There’s no price tag for this item either 
but in the Orient it. can mean the differ- 
ence between success or failure. When 
the Chinese Reds, with their vast reserves 
of manpower, were also stopped by the 
U.N. forces, the Communist loss of face 
became a major problem to the Kremlin. 


Stalin had to come to the rescue of the 
Chinese Reds or call off the war. From 
now on the satellites and Communists 
everywhere will be convinced that the 
Russians will fight to the last Korean, 
Chinese or Bulgarian but no further. The 
spread of this conviction throughout the 
Coromuanist empire will someday be fatal 
to Stalin’s plans. 

All the peace talk in the world won't 
hide from the Chinese the extent of the 
disaster which their war in Korea has 
brought them. The best Chinese divisions 
have been badly mauled. Included among 
their 700,000 casualties have been thou- 
sands of irreplaceable officers and non- 
coms. Masses of men without trained 
leaders and effective equipment have zero 
military value. 

By now the Chinese know that Stalin 
can't or won't come to their rescue. Con- 
sequently the only sure escape from the 
eer ey are in is to make peace with the 
U es on U.N. terms. The making 
of peace on such terms wil] eventually 
create a split in the Communist ranks.

They had hoped to obtain 
a franchise in the newly-organ- 
ized Brotherhood Baseball League 
and use the property for baseball, 
but when this fell through they 
turned to the experiment of night 
racing. Under old-fashioned arc 
lights which attracted thousands 
of bugs, the first night race meet- 
ing on record was held in 1892. 
Louis A. Cella, who later built 
the American Hotel and Ameri- 
can Theater, became a partner in 
the firm of Cella, Adler & Tilles, 
which become known as “the Big 
Three” in operating tracks at 
Madison, Little Rock, Memphis, 
Hot Springs, Detroit, Cincinnati, 
Buffalo and Louisville.

This business 
closed when the Federal Govern- 
ment cracked down on bucket- 
shops. 

Tilles was careful in his ven- 
tures to keep within the law, but 
once got into trouble and was 
haled into court in the District of 
Columbia,” Charged with con- 
spiracy to violate the bucket shop 
law, he pleaded no-contest and 
was f $10,000. 

The partners invested in the 
stock of the old St. Louis Transit 
Co. Tilles and Cella quarreled 
over this investment and their 
partnership ended. Later Adler 
went to New York and opened a 
mail order house. 

Despite his wealth, Tilles lived 
unpretentiously. For 15 years he 
occupied a single room above 4 
drug store at Eighth and Pine 
streets. Later he moved to’ an 
apartment on. Union boulevard. 
At the time of his death he lived 
at 2101 McKnight road and also 
had an apartment at 4615 Lindell 
boulevard. ? 

The McKnight road residence is 
part of a seven-acre section of the 
Tilles Park tract reserved for his 
own use during his lifetime.

Two potent drugs which have 
been tried out separately before 


“are being combined for the first 


time, Neither drug worked satis- 
factorily alone; together they 
bring blood pressure down tem- 
porarily to normal or near-normal 
levels, it was reported. 


The treatment is still in the ex- 
perimenta] stage. It remains to 
be determined whether the relief 
‘which has been afforded patients 
for periods up to three months 
ean be maintained indefinitely 
and without toxic reactions. 


Hypertension Research. 


Dr. Henry A. Schroeder, head 
of a research team which has 
s»ent five years investigating the 
e2""ces of hypertension, the mech- 
arism of the disease and means 
of coping with it, emphasizes that 
the treatment controls but does 
not cure high blood pressure. In 
a recent report to the Central So- 
ciety for Clinical Research he 
pointed out that effect of the 
drugs wears off after a few hours, 
and blood pressure goes back up 
if the patient stops taking the 
medicine. 

The drugs used are hexa- 
methonium chloride, the chemical 
name for which is abbreviated as 
C-6 and  hydrazinophthalazine, 


called by its pharmaceutical num- 


ber, 5968. 


After the organic compounds 
were tried out on dogs with good 
results, experimental treatment of 
patients with the drugs began 
last August. In the first: group 
of 30 persons blood pressure was 
reduced to normal in 18 cases; it 
was lowered to near-normal in 11 
€as*s; one case did not respond 
we'l at first, hut later showed ma- 
terial improvement. 


The drugs are taken in tablet 
form. With the three most se- 


vere cases in the first group blood | 


pressure could not be maintained 
at normal levels with the oral 
preparation, but good results were 
obtained by injection. 

Since then the doctors have 
been seeking more severe cases 
to test limits of the drugs’ use- 
fulness. Results to date indicate 
that in malignant hypertension 
only about 25 per cent of cases 
respond satisfactorily. Fortunate- 
ly, most cases of high blood pres- 
sure are in the benign category 
where patients have a life expec- 
tancy of many years; only about

About .60 patients are receiving 
the experimental treatment at 
present.

It is believed that the mechan- 
ism of high blood pressure in- 
volves an impulse from the emo- 
tional center in the lower brain 
to the sympathetic nervous sys- 
tem. The impulse, stemming pos- 
sibly from emotional'tension and 
personality, leads to undue con- 
striction of the walls of the blood 
vessels in the kidney and other 
parts of the body. This can lead 
to heart disease, apoplexy, kidney 
complications and disease of the 
vessels. ; 

High blood pressure in the last 
year caused approximately 324,- 
000 deaths—about 22 per cent of 
all the deaths in the United 
States. It has been estimated 
that 40 per cent of the population 
older than 40, and half of those 
past 50, are suffering from hyper- 
tension in one form or another. 

Persons with high blood pres- 
sure have a chemical in their 
blood called pherentasin. The 
drug 5968 inactivates pherentasin 
and other abnormalities assumed 
to be part of the disease. C-6 
blocks the nervous impulse. 


ache. C-6 alone blocks many 
nerves in addition to those aimed 
at. When the two drugs are 
taken together, these undesirable 
side effects seem to be fore- 
stalled. 
Maintenance Dose. 

Patients are kept in the hos- 
pital about three weeks so that 
individual maintenance dose can 
be worked out. Thereafter they 
take the drugs at home. Average 
dosage is four tablets taken five 
times a day.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 23—

ments on the state’s jobless insure | © 


ance reserve fund, to the indi- 
vidual reserve accounts of more 
than 17,000 Missouri employers, 
under a new state law, has been 
completed by the state. 

The transaction’ does not mean 
a cash refund to the employers. 
It does mean, however, that the 
employers subject to the jobless 
benefit law now will have added 
to their individual accounts with 
the state, all interest paid by the 
Federal Government on tbe total 
state reserve in the last 14 years, 
and in the future. 

The state reserve fund, now 
totaling about $215,000,000, made 
up of payroll taxes paid by em- 
ployers subject to the jobless ben- 
efit law, is deposited in the Fed- 
eral Treasury. ' 

Previous Procedure. 


Heretofore the federal interest 
payments were added to the 
state’s general reserve fund, with- 
out any credit to the individual 
reserve accounts of the employers 
who paid the money into the state 
fund for unemployment benefits. 

Under the new act, which be- 
came effective last July 1, the 
interest will be credited to the 
accounts of the employers, in the 
ratio of their payroll tax pay- 
ments to the state fund. 


Directcr Charles A. Ricker of 
the State Division of Employment 
Security said the interest credits 
not only will increase the indi- 
vidual reserves of the employers, 
but will have the effect of reduc- 
ing the annual payroll taxes they 
now pay to finance unemployment 
benefits. 

Payroll Taxes Vary. 

Under fhe jobless benefit law, 
payroll taxes paid by employers 
subject to the act vary from zero 


to 2.7 per cent, depending on their | . 


unemployment experience and the 
size of the reserves they have 
built up with the state. 

Ricker estimated that more than 
5000 employers, by receiving the 
credits just assigned, will have 
sufficient reserves to give them 
a zero tax rating in 1952. - This 
means they will not be required 
to pay any unemployment com- 
pensation taxes in 1952. 

All of the employers, regardless 
of their tax rating, are required 
to pay a minimum of three-tentlis 
of 1 per cent of their payrolls, 
which goes to the Federal Gov- 
ernment for expense of adminis- 
tering the unemployment benefit 
laws. Part of this is returned to 
the states for local expenses, and 
ths remainder is used for federal 
social security purposes. 


MOSSADEGH GIVEN

“PARIS WALTZ,” which opens at the ART THEATER 
tomorrow, is a French musical about Jacques Offenbach, the 
naturalized Frehch composer of the last century who 
knocked out 90 operettas, musical comedies, operas bouffe 

and “The Tales of Hoffmann” in a phe- 
nomenally ‘successful career, and about 
“7 ~ Hortense Schneider, the leading lady in his 


works, who, from the script, seems to have 


had affairs with half the men of prominence 
in Paris, including Jacques himself, 


Pierre Fresnay plays Offenbach as a 


wispy, near-sighted little guy with a beard 
who is chronically in an absent-minded dither of happy 
composition, but° who is dumped into a .deep-down .stage 
of the blues when Mile. Hortense gives -him the . pitch 
for @ Russian general. He doesn’t pull out of it until he 
writes an operetta inspired by her fickleness—“La Belle 
Helene.” As Hortense, Yvonne Printempts, who is certainly past 
her first bloom, still manages to be a charming and provoca- 
tive creature and sings nine of Otteubach's sparkling airs quite - 
enchantingly. 

Despite her charm, and the warm appeal and touch 
of pathos which Fresnay. gives to Offenbach, the film is 
still not too satisfactory.

THE ONE THING that I would 
fear is that people who become 
enthusiasts are apt to see .in 
everything that happens to them 
a corroboration of the things 
which they wish to believe.

- The slender, dark-haired Bass- 
ford, who left his native Midwest 
five years ago to seek added 
recognition .in eastern art circles, 
no bankers’ hours at his 
studio in Provincetown, Mass. He 
is at work by 9 o'clock, frequently 
takes no more than a half-hour 
for lunch and is back at the easel 
until 5, or on into the evening. 
“But work is only -one of the 
many requisites,” he said in an 
interview here. “Observing qual- 
ities and a keen interest in the 
work of other artists also have 
much to do with development of 
one’s own talents as a painter. 
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“I don’t mean to pattern your 


work after another’s style. I have 
never copied another artist. But 
I do go to all the art shows I can. 
And when my work is exhibited 


_ with that of others, I tsually se- 


lect several of their paintings and 
give special study to them. 

“But,” he added with a laugh, 
“most of the time I spend by my 
own work.” 

Bassford, who formerly main- 
tained a studio at 4746 McPher- 
son avenue, was accompanied by 
his wife and their copper-colored 
cocker spaniel, “Honey Chile,” for 
a brief visit to St. Louis.

ON of the late Homer Bass- 
G fore, St. Louis newspaper man, 

Bassford made his first try at 
serious painting, a self-portrait, 
when he was 13. And ho matter 
how many important shows he is 
represented in as an adult, hé 
still hasn’t lost the initial thrill 
of artistic accomplishment. 

In addition to His love of good 
art and the joy of expressing 
himself with paint and canvas, he 
has a formula to keep himse?f 
Poe growing stale—“right think- 


“Good music, I have found, stim- 
ulates thought in important chan- 
nels,” he said. “So in addition 
to my constant study of the old 
masters, I seek inspiration in sym- 
Phonic music or in restful tone 
poems.” 

Although Bassford’s work is 
representative of the school of 
romantic realism, he has ventured 
successfully into the realm of the 
expressionistic and abstract. How- 
ever, despite a sympathy with 
intelligent experimentation into 
new art forms, he understands 
the bewilderment of the man on 
the street toward the most ex- 
treme in so-called modern art. 

“I still believe you have to 
know how to draw before you can 
paint,” he said. “I don’t think 
all modern art will stay with us 
~I hope.” 

Much of his own work has 
been in the field of portrait paint- 
ing. In 1940 he was selected from 
a group of artists who submitted 
sketches to paint a portrait of 
the late Champ Clark, speaker of 
the House of Representatives, 
and the work now hangs in the 
Senate chamber of the state cap- 
itol at Jefferson City. Bassford, 
nephew and namesake of the late 
Wallace Bassford, who had served 
as Clark’s secretary, prepared a 
sketch from a collection of photo- 
graphs and from his own mem- 
ory of the Missouri Congress- 
man. 

His other commissions include 
the late Dean Frank L. Martin of 
the University of Missouri School 
of Journalism, whose portrait 
hangs in the school’s building at 
Columbia; Archduchess Franz 
Joseph of Austria, and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst Jr. 
| jee ee 

PORTRAIT normally requires 
A six sittings—plus a great deal 

of pleasant conversation be- 
tween artist and model “to make 
sure the subject wears a happy 
expression and the corners of the 
mouth turn up.” 


However, although a portrait is 
a likeness of the subject, it also 
represents the artist’s interpreta- 
tion of the model, and portraits 
of the same individual by differ- 
ent artists will present marked 
dissimilarities, Bassford said. 

As a portrait painter, Bassford 
naturaly studies faces and he 
seeks to limit his portrait clien- 
téle to those which are “beautiful 
or distinguished.” He considers 
Greta Garbo and Vivien Leigh 
among the most beautiful women 
in the public eye today, and Kath- 
arine Hepburn with her high 
cheek bones presents “an inter- 
esting study” for portraiture. 

Bassford, who spent many sum- 
mers in Provincetown before 
moving to the east, used the Cape 
Cod area as background for one 
of his successful early paintings, 
“Cape Cod Cottages By Moon- 
light,” which won the gold medal
